‘A CAMPAIGN CLOSED 


Salt Lake City Excited Over 
Today’s Election. 


The Struggle a Momentous One for 
Mormons and Gentiles. 


Charges of Barefaced Fraud Freely 
Made by Both Parties. 


How Utah's Prospective Statehood 
May Be Affected by the Result— 
Interviews With the Op- 
posing Leaders. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

SALT LAKE City, Feb. 9.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| The campaign for the city 
election here has been one of the fiercest 
ever conducted anywhere. Jt really began 
iast June, and has been growing in intensity 
ever since, ending, on the part of the Lib 
érals, by an iminense torch-light parade on 
Friday night, in which there were 4000 men, 
Iiluminations, bunting and fireworks made 
the city a blaze of light, Last night the 
Mormon party had its closing demonstra- 
tion, which was much the same as the other, 
but there were only 3000 men in line. 
There was much less decoration and ijlumi- 
uation, but there was an elegant display of 
fireworks. 

‘The campaign has been a great political 
educator, something needed here, and never 
before had to auy extent. On Thursday 
night the idumination of the residences of 


great glare. Probably two thousand houses 
were lighted up and decorated. ‘The elec- 
tion takes place tomorrow, and the Liberais 
are confident of nearly one thousand ma- 
jority. The Mormons also claim success, 
but make no figures. 

THE QUESTION AT ISSUE. 

The question at issue has been neither 
Republicans nor Democrats, but Mormons 
vs. anti-Mormons, ‘Che last election fer 
members of the Legislature, which resulted 
in the Liberals (anti-Mormons) carrying 
the city by a majority of 1, has caused 
every man to come out apd-work to the ut- 
termost—the Liberals to again carry the 
city, and the People’s party (Mormons) to 
prevent a defeat from which they could pos- 
sibly never recover. The interest is so in- 
tense that the Legislature on Saturday ad- 
journed over to Tuesday. The city from 
one end to the other is decorated with flags 
and bunting as though ou a national holi- 
day, and during the past week torchlight 
processions, with thousands of men parading 
the streets, have occurred nightly. 

As to predicting the resuitof the contest 
tomorrow it is utterly impossible to do soto 
any degree of accuracy. both parties are 
confident of success, but the majority on 
either side will be very small. 

A MORMON LEADER’S VIEWS. 

In an interview with an Associated Press 
reporter F, 8. Richards, chairman of the 
People’s party, snd one of the leading 
Mormons of the Territory, was asked: 


“What will be the effect upon the admis- 
on of the. Territory into the Ua 
either the defeag or the victory of th 


People’s party at this election?” 

“It should have noeffect, for we are en- 
titled to Statebood, regardless of local poli- 
Doubdtiess the People’s party’s defeat 
would tend to remove Liberal opposition to 
Stateho..d, tor the Liberal party is anxious 
for Statehood as soon as, but not until, it 
shall gain absolute political domination of 
Utab and her cities. But this act should 
not influence the Federal Government, for 
it-is monstrous to make the sovereignty of 
a common wealth the plaything of local fac- 
tions.’ 

“Will the election of the People’s ticket 
retard the progress of the ‘Territory?’ 

“No; Sait Lake is now one of the most 
safely progressive cities of America, and 
that progress would be continued and en- 


.|couraged. The immigration of desirable 


citizens of all classes and the investment of 
capital would continue as in the past. Only 
the fictitious progress and the influx of the 
dissolute or idle element which attaches it- 
self to a boom would be stayed.” 

“Does your party favor admission inte the 
Union?” 

“Yes, if admission can be had upon the 
basis of equal rights to all. Mormons whose 
conduct is in accordance with law.” 

‘What is the general feeling in regard to 
the Edmunds and Edmunds- Tucker acts?” 

“I'he Liberals of course are gratified, as 
these acts were calculated to afford them 
considerable and unusual political help; but 
the people regard seme of their features as 
intolerant and to the last degree unneces- 
sary even in the execution of the Govern- 
ment’s plan against the former practice of 
piural marriage. For instance, the arbitrary 
confiscation of church edifices and other 
property is unworthy of a free government; 
aiso, the giving of all jury selections, even 
in civil cases, to the Liberals is deemed 
cruelly un-American.” 

“What will be the result to the Mormon 
Chureh, any more than to any othér 
church?” 

“Possibly a discrimination against indi- 
vidual members of the church micht en- 
sue. The result toour party would be the 
same as toany other strong party, under 
such circumstances. Puolitical defeat is not 
always permanent. ‘The day might come, 
aud that quickly, when all ‘classes of de- 
cent citizens would help our party back to 

ywer, One yearago the Liberals c:rried 

gdep, and soon there reigned such a sat- 
urnalia of whisky, women and gambling 
that the United States officials were ob- 
lived tu interfere and enforce police regu- 
lations. The moral Liberals of Ogden ex- 
pressed disgust with their own party, and 
wistied the People’s party once more to 
control,” 

“are not the Mormon Church and the 
Peopie’s party one?” . 

“Certainly they are not. The idea that 
they are is circulated for political pur- 
poses, in order that the enactments against 
the church may be operated against the 
party. Membership or affiliation with the 
chureh is no requisite for a people’s party 
standing or candidacy.” . 

“Are the Edmunds and Edmunds-Tucker 
acts used for political purposes?” 

“Yes, and that was the cause of their de- 
mand by the Liberal party. Anywhere else 
a political minority is compelled to wait 
until it can reverse public sentiment, or 
gain a majority of the legitimate accretions 
of new citizens. Butthe Liberals were too 
impatient tor such ordinary methods, They 
wanted measures which would give them 
immediate control, and because of the un- 

ypularity of the name ef Mormon, they 
a obtained acts disfranchising a large 
number of pioneer citizens andyall the wo- 
men, and now they are striving under the 
dame cover to get Congressional legislation 
to take the suffrage from every man who is 
not a member of the Liberal party.” 

CHARGES OF GENTILE FRAUDS. 

“What of the rumors alleging Liberal 
frauds?” 

“Fraud and usurpation have been ram- 
pant. All the registration and election ma- 
chinery isin the hands of the Liberals. A 
special registration car was run to the Col- 
orado line, and gangs of laborers who never 
saw Salt Lake were plied with whisky and 
registered. Sevres of People’s: party voters 
were struck off the lists in defiance of the 
fuling of the Supreme Court of the United 
States. Others of our voters who had lived 
here, 40 years were challenged on the 
grovhad of non-residence; others who were 
vast 40,on the ground of being under age. 
The registrars, four of whom are candi- 
dates on the Liberal ticket, are declared to 
be supreme, and we are told that we have

A GENTILE TALKS. | 

Gov. Arthur L. Thomas, the most promi-_ 
nent leader of the Liberal party, a resident 
of Utah for 11 years, and probably the best 
posted man on Territorial polities, was in- 
terviewed as follows: 

“Governor, there are rumors that the 
election tomorrow may precipitate riot, and 
that serious trouble may ensue. What is 
your opinion?” 

“T am of the opinion that the election 
will be a peaceable one, Both parties are 
working to this end.” 

“How will the result of the election affect 
Statehood?” 

“The Gentiles will probably carry the 
city. by 5900 majority. This place is the 
most important city in the Territory. In 
Mormon hands, this.can have, no immedi- 
ate effect on Statehood. 
time, probably —_ before the Gentiles 
can control the Territory, and Utah should 
not be admitted as a State until a large ma- 
jority of her people are in sympathy with 
the Federai laws. 

“In a larger sense, the great overshadow- 
ing question which dominates in every 
election, municipal or general, is the vital 
issue of this campaign. Thatis the attitude

of the majority of the people toward the 
Government under which they live. The 
Gentiles demand thit when laws are passed 
they should be obeyed, and that when courts 
of iast resort nave.decgided laws to be vatid 
there should no louger be controversy re- 
specting them.

Impressive Services of the Church 
Yesterday—Assisted by Promit- 
nent Citizens—Addresses by 
Mayor Workman, Mayor Hazard, 
Senator Del Valle and Hon. 8. M. 
White, 


The laying of the corner-stone of the 
new Catholic Orphan Asylum to be 
erected on Boyle Heights took place 
yesterday afternoon under the most 
favorable auspices. Tbe day was all 


very large. The site of the asylum 
commands a view of Los Angeles, the 
mountains and the coast, both at San 
Pedro and Santa Monica, and there 
could scarcely bea finer location for 
such an institution. 
THE PROCESSION 
started from Main street about 1 
o'clock, and comprised quite a large 
number of those interested in the new 
enterprise. The order of march was 
as toliows: 
Mounted Police. 
Los Angeles Band. a 
Ancient Order of Hibernians, 
Catholic Knights of America, © 
Y.M.L. of America. 
Notables and Citizens in Carriages, 

It was quite late in reaching the 
grounds, and at 2:30 o'clock, when the 
exercises began, there were about 4000 
people present. Arrangements had 
been made for the reception of the 
guests, and it was one of the most in- 
teresting sights imaginable, when the 
opening pieces were played by the 
band. The foundations are up nearly 
one story, and the proportions of the 
building are easily seen, showing it to 
be large and imposing. * The guests, 


/those who participated, and their 


friends, occupied a platform near tbe 
corner-stone. 


THE EXERCISES | 

were opened by a short address from 
Rev. Thomas Shaw, who said that his 
remarks would serve as an introdic- 
tory. He had been requested to make 
the opening address by Bishop Mora, 
and he felt sure that the audience rec- 
ognized the excellence and dignity of 
the work of «providing a home for 


God’s own children. There could 
be nothing higher than _ that, 
he. said. It* was Christianity 


which brought them there, and he in- 
stituted a comparison between the 


‘modern ideas upon charity and those 


in Pagan times. The audience had 
assembled, he said, to give a lie to the 
damning system that makes a hell 
upon earth, where children are offered 
up to sceptical gods. They were as- 
sembled to give a lie to Paganism—to 
the balf-Paganism of the present day 
that will say anything is good enough 
for an orphan. 
“What can be more beautiful,” he 
said, ‘‘than that -which will serve as 
an encasement for God’s child?”’ 
The people were assembled to give 
the lie to the half-Paganism that will 
save the animal, but not God’s child, 
and he hoped that it would be carried 
forward, and the $150,000 necessary 
would be forthcoming. .

The world 
is better for the possibility af human 
nature that is emphasized by such 
women. Surrounded by the people 
here assembled, I am proud to see the 
laying of the corner-stone of a monu- 
ment that ascends to heaven; to see 
the provision for the elevation and 
purity of the souls which have come to 
the care of these good women.

Prospects of Today’s Session of tho 
_Conncil. 

The meeting of the Council this 
Morning promises to be an interesting 
one. It is probable that the bids for 
furnishing the city supplies will be 
opened, and the City Attorney in- 
structed to draw contracts with the 
‘lowest bidders. Among other things 
advertised for are bids for furnishing 
teams for the use of the street depart- 
ment. The Street Superintendent is 
at present authorized to employ such 
teams as it may need at a cost not 
to exceed $3.50 per day, but it is prob- 
able that bids will be presented as low 
as $3. Ofcourse this will result’ in a 
saving to the city, but it will work a 
considerable hardship on quite a num- 
ber of poor people. At present most 
of the teams used by the street depart- 
ment are owned by the men who drive 
them, and are their sole means of sup- 
port. One of the teams is owned bya 
man who has been sick for some 
months, and his wife superintends the 
work and draws the pay, thereby sup- 
porting her husband and family. If 
the teaming is let out by contract, 
these persons will be shut out, as they 
cannot put in a bid, having but one 
team, and are therefore without the 
facilities for handling the work as a 
whole, 

The Mayor and Councilmen have 
also been. in consultation during the 
past week, and it is believed that the 
difference between the two depart- 
ments of the government, in regard to 
the payment of bills, have been satis- 
factorily adjusted, and that an ordi- 
nance covering all the points in dis- 
pute will be submitted. There is no 
doubt that the feeling between the 
chief executive and the Coungeil has 
greatly improved during the past week, 
and the result is likely to manifest it- 
self at the meeting today. :

HENRY GRORGE AND BELLAMY 
STILL DISCUSSED.

George Compared to John the Bap-. 
tist Crying in the Wilderness— 
The Doctrine of Liberty, Fra- 
ternity and Equality as Set Forth 
by W. H. Stuart. 


The first Nationalist club of Los 
Angeles held a rousing meeting in 
Temperance Temple at 3 o’clock yes- 
terday afternoon. ‘The stage was 
handsomely decorated with flowers and 
evergreens, and the banner of the club 
held a prominent pladé over the foot-

At3 o’clock II. P. Peebles, president 
of the club, called the meeting to order, 
und stated that the services would be 
opened with music. The president 
that as there was 
no regular speaker for the 
afternoon they would open a general 
debate. “He thought that, after listen- 
ing to the able speaker, HenryGeorge, 
those who heard him might wish to 
give their opinion of his doctrines. He 
compared Mr. George to John the Buap- 
tist crying in the wilderness, and said 
he believed the time would come when 
all corporations will be “nationalized,” 
and he thought Mr. George has opened 
the way. 

Dr. Peebles then read the following 
interesting paper by W. H. Stuart: 

In the Pacitic Reyiew, Mr. Welcome,under 
the title of “tienry George vs. Bellamy,”’ 
criticizes the new social movement. First 
he deplores the fact that the prevailing lack 
of employment, and the dissatisfaction with. 
present social conditions, are bringing to 
the discussion of the theories outlined in 
“Looking Backward” aciass of people not 
properly equipped by previous. study to 
pass judgment on economic qhestions, To 
which it may be replied, first, that Mr. Wel- 
come has greatly underestimated the 
scope and extent of the movement, and

supposes, is necessary to enable the people 
to form an intelligent opinion on social 
questions, 

Whether the land of a country should 
belong to the whole peopie-er to a few, or 
whether it would be better to allow a few 
enormously rich citizens to form gigantic 
trusts to control the industries of the Nation 
for their own benefit, or that the whole 
people should coéperate to carry on these 
industries for their mutual advantage, are 
questions requiring only: ordinary intelli- 


gence to understand and discuss. It will 


hardly be claimed that those who accept 
Mr. George’s theory do so afteran exhaust 
ive study of Adam Smith, Malthus, Ricardo, 
Jobnu Stuart Mill and others. Our critic 
accuses Nationalists of an intention to 
confiscate the wealth of the rich, stating 
that mniany are in pe®session of fortunes that 
would enable them to sustain a family in 
luxury for ten thousand years, and hints 
that society would not tolerate any systein 
of spoliation that would place the million- 
aire and the tramp on‘an equality. Let our 
critic possess his soul in patience. Had he 
taken the trouble to read “Che Cudperative 
Commonweaith (an accepted authority 
among Nationalists), on page 125 to 139 he 
would have seen that full compensation for 
ail property appropriated by the common- 
wealth is contemplated. Had such an ob- 
jection been urged by a member of that 
class of whom Mr. Welcome seems 80 80- 
licitous, it would have some point; but 
coming as it does from so devoted an ad- 
herent of Henry George, it is singularly 
unfortunate. ... 

With, many of the theories of Henry 
George Nationalists are in sympathy. The ° 
nationalization of land, the national owner- 
a of telegraphs, telephones, 
ey unicipal ownership of gas 
tric light water w an 
railways. With the accomplishment of these‘ 
reforms, Mr, George claims, all would bé on 
an equality in the race for life, The peo- 
pie having free access to the land, upon the 
puyment to the community of the rental 
value, poverty would be abolished, as no 


own labor applied to land would bring bim, 
and the benign effects of free competition 
would agreeably engage all our industrial 
activities and would enable all to satisfy . 
every want with ease by moderate exertiun. 
it may be admitted that the adoption of 
Mr. George’s theories would, at least tem- 
porarily, greatly improve the condition of 
the masses, but it may be questioned 
whether the improvement would be perma- 
nent, Nationalists believe that only under 
a system of codperation which would in- 
clude ail the natioual industries would the 
refurms advocated by Mr. George reach 
their fulldeveluopment .. . 

ln the city of Cieveland, it is stated that 
43 men own more than haif of its aggregate 
wealth. In Columbus, O., 150 men coutrol 
more we Ith than the’ rest of. the popula- 
tion; and it may be. assumed that the same 
proportion wouid hold good in all our large 
cities, I think it possible that in the city 
of Los Angeles 200 men could be selected 
whose combined wealth would equal the 
wealth of the rest of the commualty. It is 
among this class, and those who expect to. 
be of this class, that we shall hear eloquent 
dissertations on the beauty of “Individual- 
ism’’—of the freedom of competition—and 
the brutal doctrine ofgthe survival of the 
fittesi—which applied to man means ‘The 
fittest to fight.” or it is observed that 
great capacity for the accumulation of 
wealth is rarely accompanied by moral, or 
intellectual development; on the contrary 
those to whom the race is the most indebted 
fur their moral, religious and intellectual 
progress were barely able to obtain a sub- 
sistence. 

lt 1s often urged that the beautiful dreams 
picvured in “Looking Backward” are not 
possibile to human nature, ‘lhis is, perhaps, 
a rational, but 1 think a mistaken tnonabe 
Let us imagine how our thoughts, feelings 
and actions would be affected if we could 
be assured that trom now on we might dis- 
miss from our minds ali fear for our sub- 
sistence, or for the ones that depend upon 
us. It must be believed that from that mo- 
ment we would examie and regard all 
things in a different light. Man’s actions 
are governed by what he conceives his wel- 
tare, I| believe with the *Utiiitarians” that 
an enlightened self-interest is the only ra- 
tional base for permanent human action; 
and his self-interest would be eminently 
subserved uuder the new social system. 
Little wonder, then, that thous nds are ene 
tranced with the splendid view opened pbe- 
fora them of that glvrious brotherhood of 
mab to be real.zed by national evdperation; 
where ignorance and vice wili be obliter- 
ated; where reasonable iabor will procure 
us the necessities and luxuries of life; — 
where only true freedom and individuality 
are possible, and where liberty, fraternity 
ead reach their grandest reai- 
zation,

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REED’S RULING. 


HON, STEPHEN M. WHITE TALKS 
ABOUT IT, 


He Thinks That the Speaker Dia 
an Unwarrantable Thing and 
Broke Over All Precedent—Mr., 
Dailey Holds Opposite Opinions. 


Hon. Stephen M. White has not ex- 
pressed himself in extenso upon 
Speaker Reed’s ruling heretofore, and 

yesterday a TIMEs_reporter secured an 
intervieW with him, in which he spoke 
of the question which is now of 
national interest, and also of the 
ruling which he made in the California 


Legislaturs, In response to questions 
he said: 

insist that Speaker Reed’s ruling 
is wrong. It must be remembered 
that as yet no rules haye been adopted 
for the government of the House. The 
deliberations ot that body must there- 
fore be controlied by the procedure 
which the experience and practice of 
the past has established. Parlia- 
mentary laws, like many other laws, 
are the outgrowth of custom, and are 
as binding ,until altered by affirmative 
action as any direct enactment can be.

The only sure way to determine a 
uorum is by count, and according to 
Jushing, itis the proper thing to do, 
Otherwise, a full legislative body 
might, by a factious opposition, be in 
a state of no quorum as often as a 
sufficient number saw fit to refrain 
from voting, and thus defeat meas- 
ures which evena faction would not 
venture to confront their constituents 
with ‘‘nay”’ votes deliberate given. 

Without a quorum, the presumption 
is that no lawful legislation can be 
enacted, while with it, any and all 
business may be transacted within the 
purview of constitutional provisions, 


put and declared carried without a 
quorum voting, and many times with- 
out a vote for or against, as I have 
frequently observed in the House of 
Representatives. That fact proved 
nothing to show the want of aquorum, 
nor should the fact of stabborn refusal 
or negligence to vote prove more. 

The majority of a quorum has the 
right to act, and the wholesome lesson 
taught by Speaker Reed in preserving 
that rightis, I think, a matter of con- 
gratulation. He simply did what is 
proper and right—hia duty—in bring- 
ing to a stop the undignified and farci- 
cal performances which have charac- 
terized proceedings in the Honse of 
Representatives tor many years past. 

Let those who would understand par- 
liamentary law study Cushing more 
and they will criticise Mr. Speaker 
Reed less.

*Jayhawker’s” letter. It isa notable 
circumstance, however, that the in- 
terviewed nearly all admit that they 
had heard of the matter before. 

The object of all this fuss on the 
part of the Tribune, about a letter 


| which THe Times has printed, con- 


taining a timely résumé of current po- 
litical gossip, is to extract money from 
Senator Stanford, in order to keep the 
Trombone from dying a dishonored 
death. It is a well-known fact that 
application has heretofore been made 
for assistance on this ground, 
both to Senator Stanford and 
Gov. Waterman, and that, within 
the last few days, further efforts have 
been made by the indicted Trombone 
manipulator to induce Stanford’s rail- 
road associates to assist him finan- 
cially, as the self-appointed defender 
of the Senator from *Jayhawker’s” 
charges, and from THe TIMES as the 
responsible publisher thereof. 

The suggestion that Senator Stan- 
ford, or any one acting for him, would 
pay Out money to a fakir who, unso- 
licited, rushes to defend him against 
current political criticism, is too ridic- 
ulous to be worthy of even momentary 
credence. ‘*There’s nothing in it.”’ 


SOME BIG RAILROAD’ PROJECTS. 


The present year may or may not 
see the extension of the Union Pacific 
to Los Angeles, but it will certainly 
see the beginning of some great rail- 
road enterprises, compared with which 
that extension would be a mere baga- 
telle. It is announced that the Rus- 
sian government has already com- 
menced the work of constructing a 
railroad across S:beria. Work will go 
on simultaneously at both ends. The 
western terminus is now about five 
hundred miles east of St. Petersburg, 
leaving about forty-five hundred miles 
ot railway to be completed to Viadivo- 
stock. This will be the longest rail- 
way ever undertaken. It is expected 
to be completed in about three years. 
One ought then to be able to go from 
San Francisco to Peking in 18 days. 
Another great project is thatof a 
railway—or combination of railways— 
 down- through .Central and South 
America, In am address recently is- 
sued by promoters of this scheme, they 
say: 
If any railroad at all can be built upon 
this line, it will be peculiarly beneficial. A 
line prejected from New York, through 
Washington and Tampa, reaches Cartegena, 
Cusco and Molendv. lt invites connection 
at Cerro de Pasco with a road from Lima 
and at La Paz with systems from Chill and 
Buenos Ayres; or, it skirts the open plain 
that offers a line straight and level the 
Kio Grande, the Parana and Buenos Ayres, 
with Dranches to Montevideo” or to Rio 
Janeiro, supplemented by. a line from Car- 
tageua, via the Altrato, toa port on the P’a- 
cific. Ifthe road could be built, it would 
never suffer from competition. The sharp 
curvatures apd excessive grades at the 
west, and the great rivers to be bridged at 
the east, make paralleling, that foe of rail- 
road enterprises, feuipanaibte, To all the re- 
publics of the Pacific the line is remarkbly 
direct. The distance from Cartagena to 
Cusco would be less than two thou- 
sand miles; to Cerro de Pasco, about 


| seventeen hundred miles. If fast steam- 


ships were piaced on the gulf, the line from 
New York would be as follows: To 
Tampa, two days; to Cartagena, five days; 
to Cerro de Pasco, seven days; to Cusco, 
eight days; to Molendo, nine days; to Lima, 
eight days. 


Five years from now, those who are 
fond of railway traveling will be able 
to come pretty near circumnavigating 
the globe on the cars. 


THE SCHOOL FLAG-FLYING BUSI- 
NESS, 


The flag-flying movement brings 
grist to John Bull’s mill. The best 
flags are all made of British bunting, 
which is of much better quality than 
the home product. 

The Cleveland Plaindealer, discuss- 
ing this subject of school flag flying, 
thinks there is danger of running the 
business intothe ground. Patriotism, 
says that journal, is a noble sentiment, 
but it 1s a question whether flying 
the Stars and Stripes over every pubiic 
school building inspires any, except a 
cheap quality of that spirit. Children 
can and will learn to love their coun- 
try in other and better ways. This 
country has developed at least as de- 
voted citizens as any other, and gener- 
ation after generation has grown up 
in loyalty without the stimulus of 
‘the Star-npangled Banner float- 
ing from the ridgepolé of the 
schoolhouse. If any number of people 
think they can produce a superior ar- 
ticle of citizenship by familiarizing the 
youth with the red, white and blue 
banner of liberty flapping over the 
temples of the elementary education in 
pleasant weather and are willing to 
furnish the necessary ensign nobody 
will seriously object.

THE REFORM SCHOOL. 


A Lecture by Rev. Mr. Stalker Urg- 
ing Its Utility. 

A lecture was delivered last night 
in the Fort-street M. E. Church by 
Rev. Thumas Stalker upon the subject 
of the necessity for a State reform 
school. After a brief introduction, in 
which the lecturer called attention to 


that Christian civilization is far from 
being perfect. He spoke of the in- 
crease of crime and the imminence of 
the danger that is threatening the 
world from it—a subject, he thought, 
demanding careful investigation. The 
State, he said, is rich enough and 
powerful enough to make the judicial 
department of the government effect- 
ive. The loss of monev is the worst 
factor connected with the caring for 
the criminal classes. Moral! characters 
are wrecked, bomes impoverished and 
desolated, intellects blighted and souls 
lost, and names often stamped with 
infamy)for generations. 

Tue State should adopt more vigor- 
ous and wiser methods in dealing with 
juvenile delinquents. There is an im- 
perative demand for measures that 
will repress the vicious tendencies of 
hardened criminais, and prevent chil- 
dren and youth from entering upon 
lines of trausgression that lead to phys- 
ical, social and moral ruin. Such 
questions are broad, living and mo- 
mentous questions; still they must be 
answered. Nocitizen has a right to 
do that which in its legitimate results, 
tends to weaken and destroy the polit- 
ical organism, and the State ought to 
adopt adequate measures for the 
reformation of those criminals who 
are willing to be helped into a re- 
formed and better life. 

It is in that connection, the lecturer 
contended, the imperative duty of the 
State to provide adequate school ac- 
commodation for ali children that are 
of school age, especially the delinquent 
and dependent children, as these stand 
in most need of instruction and pro- 
tection. 

The lecturer went on to a discussion 
upon the theory of punishment; that it 
was not for punishment so much as to 
make citizens unwilling to deserve 
punishment. - 

The education of young men is not 
more important than that of young 
girls, Sinee the sin involved in a de- 
praved girl is not less perilous to 80- 
ciety than that of a depraved boy. 

Mr. Stalker contended that the 
same severe law should be applied to 
fallen men as fallén women, holding 
that there cannot be falien women 
without fallen men; that it is the duty 
of the State to rescue girls who have 
started on a career of sin. 

His whoie lecture was a plea for 
more energetic and far-reaching efforts 
for the prevention of the launching of 
young people into the ocean of vicious- 
ness, and called for God’s blessings

‘Tucson (Ariz.), Feb: 9.—[By the Associ- 
ated*Press.| The Society of Pioneers, at 
a meeting yesterday, adopted the following 
expression of the general opinion of the 
Territory, and earnest!y request the press 
of the country to publish it: 

WHEREAS, we learn with alarm that an 
effort is being made toinduce the Govero- 
ment to remove the Chiricahua Apache 
Indians from Mt. Vernon, Ala. to Fort 
Sill, I. T.; and 

Wuereas, the Chiracahua Indians have 
devastated fer more thanacentury Ari- 
zona, New Mexico and Sonora, murdering 
thousands and destroying an inc:lculable 
amount of property, and have defied the 
Government and its troops until Gen. Nel- 
son A. Miles was placed in command of 
this department, Whose vizorous policy and 
unrelenting ‘campaign caused their uncon- 
ditional surrender and removal from the 
territory. 

Wuereas, Gen. Crook’s declaration 
that he would undertake.to answer for 
their conduct, if sent to Indian Territory, 
cannot be considered of any effect, as it is 
but a repetition of the declaration made by 
him in a public speech in this city 
in 1888, when returned from 
the Sierra Madre campaign, where 
he had been made captive by these 
same Indians through the treachery of bis 
scouts, inciuding@ Chatto, Dutchy and 
others, whom he now seeks to release, in 
which speech he pledged his word and 
honor as an officer and gentiemen_ for the 
future good conduct of these same Indians, 
and yetin less than a year, and while he 
was still in command, they returued to the 
—— ana resumed their murderous 
raids. ~ 
WHEREAS, under the law the Apaches, 
though guilty of murders and some of them 
under indictwent subject to the death pen- 
alty, through the mercy of the Government 
were removed from this Territory to 
Florida, thus settling the problem and 
giving unbroken peace an prosperity 
and almost doubling the industrial popula- 
tion of Arizona, and from long and per- 
sonal knowledge of these Indians, we

New Fed 9.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.} Audy Bowen,-a local licht- 
weight, fought Charlie Johnson of Minne- 
apolis with skin gloves, at Abita Springs, 
today. 
the two men since the recent Bowen- 
McHale fight. Bowen told his managers 
that the fight with Johnson must be made 
regardless of money, so the stake was fixed 
at $100 a side and ‘gate receipts. Bowen was 
taken sick last Wednesday with la grippe, 
and his backers wanted bim to forfeit the 
stake, but he would not permitit. All last 
night he suffered with tever, and he came 
into the ring this morning looking 
badly. He weighed 135 pounds. Johnson 
was a head taller, longer in reach, and in 
the pink of condition. He owned up to 137 
pouuds, but appeared heavier.

It 
proved a great fight, lasting three hours and 
twelve minutes, and it would be gving on 
yet but for the arrival of the train. 

In the first round Bowen rushed Johnson 
and knocked him down three times, punish- 
ing him severely about the body. Bowen 
was not hurt, but exhausted himself so that 
he was not strong enough thereafter to de- 
liver the finishing tonch. After the first 
round be continued to force the fighting, 
but his plucky leads met with clinches and 
upper cuts from Johnson. 

lu the sixth round Bowen cut his eye 
against a st ke in aclinch, «and had his li 
cutin the next round. After thit he wai 
for Johnson to lead, and as the latter could 
not be coaxed or abused into duing it the 
fight lasted 43 rounds. Bowen disobeyed 
his seconds and rushed bis man at intervals, 
getting in some fine body and jaw biows, 
and receiving upper-cuis in return. Bowen’s 
face was terribly sweiled and bied freely, 
and Jobnson’s chest, sides and back were 
cut and bruised.

letter: 

On leaving America I addressed 
60me words of farewell to my sermonic 
readers, and now, on my way home, I 
write this letter of salutation, which 
will probably reach you about the 
Monday that will fine me on the At- 


luntic Oeean, from ‘whieli I can not 
yeneb with the. usual sermon. I 
have compieted the journey of inspec- 


tion for which I came. Others may 


write a life of Christ without seeing 


the Holy Land. 1 did not teel com- 
petent for such a work until I had 
seen, with my own eyes, the sacred 
places; and so I left home and church 
and native country for a most arduous 
. undertaking. I have visited all the 
‘seenery connected with our Lord’s 
vate The whole journey has been 
me a surprise, an amazement, . 
rapture ora deep solempity- 
ave already sent to America my Holy 
Land observations for my ‘Life of 
Christ,’ and they were written on 
horseback, on muleback, on camel- 
back, on ship’s deck, by dim candle in 
tent, in mud hovel of Arab village, 
amid the ruins of old cities, on Mount 
of Beatitudes, on beach of Genesareth, 
but it will take 20 years of sermons to 
tell what I have seen and felt on this 
journey through ralestine and Syria.

A SAD FATE. | 


DRIVEN FROM HOME IN A DYING 
CON DITION, 


The Coroner Kept Busy with Three 
Inquests—Arrest of a Man Who 
Got Away with a Horse, Buggy 
and Camcra. | 

' A young woman died at a lodging- 

house in this city on Wednesday last 

under peculiarly distressing circum- 
stances. When Rev. Dr. Pendleton 
come to Los Angeles from the.
